Republican Counties in North Section of State. 


Follow Traditional Trend, But Remainder 


of Georgians Throw Ballots for Roosevelt; 


Five of Seven Amendments Are Defeated. 


President Roosevelt carried Georgia in an almost unprece- 
dented general election vote yesterday which apparently doom- 
ed all of the major proposed constitutional amendments, in- 
cluding those providing the 15-mill tax limitation and the four- 
year term for governor and other constitutional officers. 

With returns from 143 of the 159 counties of the state tabu- 
lated President Roosevelt had polled 166,238 votes to 19,858 
for Governor Landon. The nominees of the minor parties 
received only a handful of votes 

The trend of the voting was general over the state al- 
though in north Georgia’s traditionally Republican strongholds 
Governor Landon polled a large vote. Fulton county went along 
with the rest of the state giving the President almost 10 to 1 
majority on a vote of more than 30,000. 


Congressmen Returned. 


As usual, the Democrats sent 10 to congress, although 


three of them were faced by Republican opposition: and one’ 


had an independent against him. Congressman Robert Rams- 
peck in the fifth district easily disposed of Henry A. Alexander, 
his Republican foe, while in the eighth and ninth districts, re- 
spectively, Congressman Braswell Deen easily defeated Ben 
J). Ford and B. Frank Whelchel defeated John M. Johnson. 

In the seventh district Representative Malcom C, Tarver 
had little difficulty in defeating L. Mitchell Johnson, running 
as an Independent. 

As was expected, the entire state Democratic ticket was 
swept into office over its Prohibition party opposition. Gov- 
ernor-elect E. D. Rivers carried every county in the state, 
fact, every reporting precinct gave him a big majority. 

Senator Richard B. Russell Jr., who defeated Governor 
the September primary, was unopposed in the general election. 

Governor-elect Rivers arrived in Atlanta early last night after voting 
at his home at Lakeland. He continued his silence on the constitutional 
amendments, one of which would have given him a four-year term, but 
he declared that he was “immensely pleased’ with the appreciation vote

Both House and Senate To Show Greater 
Democratic Majority as Veteran Republicans 
Are Crushed Under Landslide; Landon Con- 
cedes Defeat, Pledges To Work for People. 


By The Associated Press. 

The people have returned the New Deal to office for four 
years more by the greatest electoral plurality in American 
history. 

Riding a ouial flood-tide of ballots, Franklin D. Roosevelt 
was leading for re-election early today in 46 of the 48 states. 
Landon Concedes Defeat. 

His Republican opponent, Governer Alf M. Landon, con- 
ceded defeat and congratulated the victor in a message declar- 
ing “every American will accept the verdict, and work for the 
common cause of the good of our country.” 

As the Governor’s message clicked over the wires east- 
ward, his electoral fortunes were at the lowest ebb touched by 
the candidate of a major party in generations. He had less 
than Hoover had in 1932—just comfortable leads in the states 
of Maine and Vermont, At that moment, if the indicated state 
totals held, Roosevelt would have 523 of the 531. electoral 
votes, Landon only 8. Colonel Knox’s own paper conceded 
New Hampshire shortly after 2 o’clock. 

Before midnight struck, the President at Hyde Park said he 
foresaw possibly ‘‘one of the largest sweeps” in history. 

In the congressional elections, too, the Democrats were 
having all the best of it, while gubernatorial returns from more 
than 30 states showed more Democrats than Republicans 
leading. Democrats appeared certain to pick up four senate 
seats and lose only two, to increase their total to 72. 

Increase House Strength. . 

Available results, instead of cutting down the Democratic house 
majority of 197, as had been predicted, gave that party a net gain of 
seven seats. Already the Democrats had a majority of 9 in the senate, 
and were leading in 13 others of the 35 contests. 

If the Roosevelt leads should hold, a record electoral vote of 523 
to 8 for Landon would result. Four of the six states taken four years 
ago by Hoover, Landon’s own Kansas and three New England states de- 
pended on by the Republicans, were at the front of the New Deal march. 

The trend was steadily in one direction almost from the first. Lead- 
ing Republican newspapers in New York, Chicago, Philadelphia and 
elsewhere were printing the handwriting on the wall, announcing a

The popular vote at 3 o’clock a, m. (eastern standard time) stood 
13,630,691 for Roosevelt, 8,310,248 for Landon and 242,440 for the 
Css party candidate, William Lemke; a total of 21,940,939 votes in 
57,485 out of 122,780 precincts.

The Roosevelt strength was especially apparent in the big cities as 
the totals accumulated. New York, Chicago, even Philadelphia and Har- 
risburg in Pennsylvania, and New Haven in Connecticut showed the way.

The New Deal leads knew no sectional limits. With a record vote

Mussolini Points to War 
Clouds Hanging Over 
Europe. 


PAVIA, Italy, Nov. 3.—(UP)—. 
Premier Benito Mussolini tonight, for 
the second time in a week, pointed to 
war clouds hanging over Europe and, 
incited the Italian people to a martial 
spirit. 

“I am sure,” he said, addressing | 
Pavia Fascists, “that in any eventu-' 
ality you will be ready to change your | 
workers’ jackets and put on a sol-| 
dier’s uniform.” : 

The lusty, deep-voiced dictator, 
whose war-like words in recent days | 
have Caused reverberations throughout | 
Europe. spoke at a dedication of a' 
new bridge. 

While the enthusiastic Faséists| 
cheered. Mussolini again warned the, 
world that Italy was prepared to de- | 
fend its conquest of Ethiopia. | 
“i am certain,” he said, ‘‘that you, 
like the rest of the Italian people, are 
ready to defend against anyone our 
recent conquest, the conquest of an 
empire which you rightly expected and | 
which we conquered with sacrifices of 
our warriors and the magnificent re- 
sistance of an entire people.” | 

Mussolini said that beginning with | 
the fifteenth year of the Fascist era | 
and the first year of the empire ‘Ihe | 
Italian people present to the world. 
the spectacle of a political and eco-. 
nomic spiritual unity which never ex- 
isted in the history of any other peo- | 
ple in the world,” 

Earlier at Milan, the vigorous dic- 
tator, walking almost at a run, led 
a panting, perspiring’ group ef ofti- 
cials and journalists along a mile and | 
a half front where 256 of Italy’s new | 
powerful air bombers were lined up) 
for inspection.

allow one year's credit, nine courses, |

2 Tiny Babies Rushed to Memphis 
After 2 Newborn Quadruplets Die 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov, 3.—(4)— 

wo tiny survivors of a quadruple 
birth deep in the cypress swamps ot 
Missouri reached expert medical aid 
tonight in a race with death. 

An ambulance bearing the day-old 
babies sirened its way in pouring rain 
through 130 miles of Missouri and 
Arkansas bottom lands from near Se- 
nath, Mo., where they were born last 
night to Mrs, James Bridges, 35-year- 
old wife of a share-cropper. 

The ambulance deposited its fragile 
cargo at Baptist hospital at 4:50 
». m. The children immediately were 
placed in inenbators and given oxygei. 

Ella Pearl appeared in greatest 
danger, ‘The tiny mite’s breathing 
was irregular and Dr. C. Barton Etter 
pronounced her condition grave. 

Lee Earl, her sister, “looks reason- 
ably well, "Dr. Etter said. 

“Tt mav be a long pull,’ one phy- 
sician said, “and it may be weeks he 
fore we will know whether they will 
pull through,” 

All day a trained nurse, Miss Ruth 
Treadway, fought to keep intact the 
slender thread of life. Twice the 
precious supply of oxygen ran short. 
They were revived by inhalations of 
camphorated oil. 

The ambulance from Memphis, ¢ar- 
rying the nurse and supplies, arrived 
nt Senath, Mo., at 6:30 a. m, 
ploughed through five miles of muddy 
roads to the Bridges’ home, deep in 
the swampland., 

Rescuers found two of the children 
dead, one a boy and the other a girl. 

Miss Treadway wrapped the two 
aurvivors in cotton, placed one in A 
market basket and the other in A 
cardboard box. Hot water bottles 
were placed beside them to keep thei 
warm, and the race to Memphis be 
gan. 

Mrs. Bridges sobbed at parting with 
her babies, but said she knew it “was 
the best thing to do.”

What About France? 


“The times were marked by a sen- 
timent of great fear,” says Taine de- 
scribing the era that preceded the 
French revolution. There is no deny- 
ing the fact that today a storm of fear 
sweeps the land of France. Many, 
more than I would say, are leaving 
the country and taking up residence 
in Switzerland. From the neighbor- 
hood of our little town of Maisons- 
Laffitte more than 15 families have 
moved to Sw@zerland in less than a 
month's time. What are they afraid 
of? Of war? Of revolution? Of a 
repetition of the horrors of Spain? 
Hard to answer. But that things are 
not well is beyond doubt. 

It is wreng to say that France has 
gone communistic. But that there is a 
Communist danger in France cannot 
be denied. What do the Communists 
want? To judge by their tactics, they 
are feverishly pushing for a European 
war. No doubt upon instructions from 
'Moscow, they do all in their power 
|to increase the tension between France 
,and Germany. 

At the back of this is the idea that 
if war broke out at present between 
the two great adversaries, Russia 
| would have a chance of defeating the 
‘Germans. Because the German army, 
however mighty it may appear, is not 
ready for a conflict of such size. It

Can Moscow count on France? This 
is extremely doubtful. The Franco- 
Soviet pact does not include a military 
convention.

Therefore she seeks to embroil France 
with Germany, 
forcibly an ally in the struggle which 
the Red dictators believe inevitable. 
A few weeks ago the Communists 
of France suddenly announced 120 
mass meetings i Alsace-Lorraine, 
that is to say right on the borders 
of Germany, an obvious provocation. 
The Blum government forbade 110 of 
the meetings, but 10 were held. The 
Hitler government took offense, as 
might have been expected, and the 
German ambassador in Paris lodged a 
protest. 

Everything in France depends on 
quiet and tranquillity. Delicate mone- 
tary and social reforms have been in- 
augurated by the Blum government, 
In parliament, the Communists affirm 
that they are satisfied with these re- 
forms but in the country they keep 
up their agitation for strikes and un- 
rest. In the back of the minds of these 
people hovers a strange thought. They 
imagine that if war comes, the result- 
ing chaos will give them a chance fo 
install the revolution.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON. 


LAURELS WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—Who should get the campaign 

efficiency medals is not clear yet. The final returns will 
decide that. Then you will know which strategy delivered most in what 
district. However, there are at least three deserving brows around Dem- 
ocratic headquarters. 

Now it can be told, because it is now worth telling, that middle-aged 
political tacticians considered the strategy of the Democratic campaign 
the best they have ever seen. The main technical theme was to drive 
home the point that anyone who opposed President Roosevelt was an 
economic royalist or a plutocrat, a lust for power or at least someone 
who was highly undesirable, The extent to which the point was driven 
home is evident in the results. 

From the technical standpoint also, the secondary purpose of the 
campaign was to get Mr. Roosevelt re-elected without burdening him 
with specific promises. As a matter of established fact, the campaign 
ended without an official record of any annoying promises, including a 
specific balanced budget, monetary stabilization, curtailment of expendi- 
tures, NRA, constitutional amendments, silver, expansion of co-opera- 
tives, or what not. In connection with all these and other issues, the 
President left himself full freedom of action. 

In addition, his campaign directors drew votes from factions as far 
apart as adversaries can be. They got the support of some sound con- 
servatives like Senator Carter Glass on the same ticket with the New 
York elector, Dubinsky; a Morgan partner and Socialists; Tugwells and 
Ropers; southern Democrats and negroes. 

No broader base of political appeal has ever been offered in any presi- 
dential race in history. 

The trio given credit around headquarters is: Mr. Roosevelt himself, 
who played more of a part than candidates usually do in the minor phases 
of their campaigns; Chairman Farley, whd devoted himself solely to 
organizing everybody, and Charles Michelson, who was the chief inside 
adviser of both Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Farley. 


REVOCATION Chairman Farley never forgets, and unless his mem- 

ory completely vanishes now that the election is 
over, there will be a congressional investigation of Father Coughlin in 
January. 

At least, the Coughlinites have been given good inside reasons for 
expecting it and have made their preparations accordingly. That is why 
the Royal Oak broadcasting parson has been dashing around the country 
setting his organization in order. He has kicked out his leaders in Rhode 
Island, for example, and sent auditors in to straighten out the books, 

Bookkeeping troubles usually develop in such mushroom organiza- 

tions which also cater to toadstools. 
For this and other reasons, it would not be surprising if Father 
‘Coughlin were promoted in the religious vocation of his choosing. He 
is exceptionally proficient as a preacher and organizer and thoroughly 
schooled in church history. It will be equally surprising if he does not 
drop completely and forever his avocations of politics and economics, in 
which he was excessively deficient. 


FORECAST Final campaign speeches should not be taken too serious- 

ly. After months of over-exertion and excitement, can- 
didates sometimes let themselves go. Few well-informed observers really 
expected serious consequences from Mr, Roosevelt’s assertion in Madison 
Square Garden that: 

“I should like to have it said of my first administration that the forces 
of selfishness and of lust for power met their match. I should like to 
have it said of my second administration that in it these forces met 
their master.” 

No one believes the President is planning an emigration of all people 
who voted Republican today, although he did offer a blanket extradition 
invitation in the same speech. There may be considerable wonder about 
it, but the revealing fact is the President mentioned no names. 

Some of his friends, who lament the use of the word ‘master’ by 
any governmental authority in a democracy, say he was exceptionally 
bitter because of the use of social security tax propaganda in workers’ 
pay envelopes. They predict no exodus, voluntary or involuntary. 
Also no ‘“‘master.”

They have been found in woodland | 


regions from Nova Scotia west to Al- 
berta, from Florida west to New Mex- 
ico and Utah. 

The first man to write about these 
deer was Thomas Hariot, who visited 
Virginia before John Smith and his 
comrades settled at Jamestown. 

The name “Virginia deer” is often 


used, but deer of this family have 
been just as common, or more com- 
mon, in many other American states, 
and in provinces of Canada. The 
“white-tail’ name comes from the fact 
that these deer have tails covered 
largely, but not entirely, by white 
fur. Their bodies are covered by fur 
of “soft, reddish tan or yellowish 
brown’ during summer. The winter 
coat has been described as* “pepper- 
and-salt gray.’ but we must remem- 
ber that the white-tail family has 
many branches, and the fur color dif- 
fers somewhat. 


A strange fact about white-tail deer 
is that tame ones may be more dan- 
gerous than those in the wilds. The 
“fear of man” is strong in woodland 
deer, and such deer have seldom been 
known to attack a hunter. On the 
other hand, several cases are on rec- 
ord where “tame” deer have sprung 
upon men or women. 

One day a man was sitting on a 
log in a deer park when a deer came 
close to him and made a sudden 
spring, dealing “a powerful blow on 
the head with the hoofs «f his fore- 
feet” which knocked him  uncon- 
scious. He fell to the ground and the 
beast sprang at him again, but an- 
other man came to the rescue and 
drove the deer away with a club.” 

A pet deer kept in an orchard near 
Lindsay, Ont., caused the death of 
an elderly woman who walked through 
the orchard. This case, and others like 
it, are sad indeed, but I speak of 
them to show it is well to be careful 
about “tame’’ deer in zoos or else- 
where. Usnally they are gentle and 
harmless but they may prove danger- 
ous,
